HOW ITS 113TH ANNIVERSARY WAS 
CELEBRATED HERE. 


T h e F o re n o o n P ro c e ss io n a n d th e A f te r ­

a n d A Y ar-D unce. 


The national holiday has come and gone. 
It came in very much the same manner 
that one hundred and twelve others came, 
and it went out in the usual sputter of 
tire-crackers and with “bombs bursting in 
air.” Yesterday was a typical Fourth of 
July—no.hing more, and nothing less than 
its predecessors. 
The celebration begun a 
couple of days ago, in reality, by the ex­ 
plosion of bombs and firearms, and it 
would have been difficult to tell which was 
the national holiday except for the parades 
and the booming of the cannon. Thir­ 
teen guns were fired at sunrise, and these 
were repeated at noon and sunset. The 
city was neatly and plenteously decorated 
with Hags and emblems, and green young 
willows fastened to the awning-posts along 
the business streets gave a semi-fresh ap­ 
pearance to the old and dingy balconies. 
There were a great many visitors in the 
city from surrounding counties and coun­ 
try localities, everybody was dressed in 
holiday attire, and the scene was, to say 
the least, enlivening. 
At an early hour the various civic and 
military organizations began to rally their 
forces tor the parade, and the caravan was 
started from Ninth and J streets on time. 
First came the mounted and blue-coated 
police force, heaced by Chief Lee, mak­ 
ing a very formidable appearancs and 
clearing the way quite etiectiveiv ¡or the 
marching hosts behind them. Behind the 
police rods Grand Marthal Russell D. 
Stephens, iu crimson and gold embellish­ 
ments, attended by his chief of staff (in 
yellow aud gold) George W. R tiltirn, and 
Assistant Marshals Joseph W. Hughes, 
Alex. Gardiuer, Homer Buckman, J. B. 
Gilbert, J. J. Spieker, and H. T. Huggins. 
The procession was divided into four 
divisions, and. while making a creditable 
aud even attractive appearance, it was not 
equal in length, or in the number of 
features, to some others that have been 
witnessed here. The absence of floats was 
quite noticeable, but for once the Goddess 
of Liberty’s representative escaped a terri­ 
ble jolting over the cobbles on a springless 
farm wagon, in a hot July sun. The little 
girls and boys who had heretofore cut such 
important figures in Fourth of July par­ 
ades, and the old miners with their picks, 
rockers aud lone-toms, and mechanics 
sweating and toiling at their trades—all 
these were absent and taking in the sights 
themselves from the sidewalks and bal­ 
conies. There was a stereotypedness and 
lack of originality about the parade, but 
on the whole it gave quite general satisfac­ 
tion. 
The military and firemen, led respect­ 
ively by General T. W. Sheehan aud Chief 
Engineer M. O'Meara, formed the more 
noticeable features ot the line, together 
with the uniformed societies. Grand Army 
and 
Mexican Veterans 
and 
Pioneers. 
Captain “Dave,” of the Piutes, with his 
Lieutenant, 
“ Sam,” 
and a half-dozen 
gaudily-attired members of their tribe, also 
formed a noticeable feature. 
The trades display was not on an elabo­ 
rate scale, but what there was of it was 
very creditable. Mohr & Yoerk had sev­ 
eral wagons in line, and their large force 
of employes showed up in neat uniforiñs. 
The Bakers’ Union was also well repre­ 
sented. Weinstock, Lubin & Co. had five 
or six vehicles in line, representing their 
country order and retail departments. The 
other firms represented were : Capital Box 
Factory, R. L. A H. G. Havs, Capital and 
City Breweries, A. A. Van Voorhies & Co., 
Maxon & Ackley, and a few others. 
The march was enlivened by the music 
of the First Artillery Bund, the Hussar 
Band, the Dixon Band, and the Boys’ 
Drum Corps of this city. The streets and 
balconies along the line of parade were 
thronged with people, and the air was con­ 
stantly rent by the noise of exploding fire­ 
crackers and bombs of all grades and de­ 
scriptions. 
By half-past 11 o’clock the 
parade had ended and the various organi­ 
zations engaged iu it were dismissed.

r e m a r k s . 
At its conclusion Grand Marsha! Steph­ 
ens advanced to the front of the platform 
and introduced the President of the Day, 
Mayor Eugene Gregory, who spoke as fol­ 
lows: 
We m eet to day for the purpose of celebrating 
th e one hundred and thirteenth anniversary of 
Am erican IndepeDdenee; to express our rever­ 
ence and respect for the m em ory of our fore­ 
fathers, aud to recall, in grateful rem em brance, 
the deeds of those noble pa’.riots who sacrificed 
life and liberty tb at we m ight ever enjoy the 
generous privileges of Am erican citizenship. 
This inheritance is the grandest and most bene­ 
ficent ever given to m an. 
The spirit ot patriot­ 
ism anim ates every true Am erican. Our liberty- 
loving people are to-day giving am ple testim ony 
of th eir appreciation ot the bles-ings which 
freedom bestows. The shouts of freem en w ill 
be heard iu every city, ham let aud household 
throughout the length and breadth oi our native 
land—the “glad shouts of m illions, rejoicing 
and blest in tb eir birthright o f freedom ." 
A faith founded upon such principles and 
anim ated by such sentim ents is as eternal as 
the tru th s upon w hich it is based. For its per- 
petu itio n tlie .American people of to-duy are 
re-.dy, should it ever agaiu become necessary, 
to take up the strife in defense ot couutrv, of 
hom e, and of Governm ent.

>ir. Burnett’s address was as follows; 
W hen we lay -aside our usual vocations and 
devote this day to services th at fittingly com­ 
m em orate the beginning of this great atid sue- ¡ 
cesstul experim ent in civil governm ent, we pav 
a m erited tribute to the m em ory of the grand : 
m en of our history, and we m ani’est our appro- 
ciation of th e political institutions w hich th eir 
wisdom and patriotism 
have 
given to the 
world. * * * If we did not participate in 
the joyous acclam ations of the patriotic and in- ¡ 
telligent people of every section of the Union 
we would be tin t orthy of t*ro proud and com- ¡ 
inanding position am ong th e nations of the 
earth sustained by this Governm ent of our 
fathers. Indifference to the proper observance 
of this day would indicate our inability to read 
and uudetstand aright the lessons of lofty p at­ 
riotism illustrated by th e toil, endurance and ; 
suffering of those patriotic m en of old, who 
lived aud died that th eir posterity m ight be 
free. 
We ought to com e to tiie observance of this 
national festival in the spirit in w hich we 
w ould rem em ber a tried aud true friend who 
knows no danger too great to be braved for otir 
welfare, no burden too heavy to be borne for 
our happiness.

We ought to strive to reach as large a m easure 
as possible of th e love w hich the founders of 
this Repub ic had for the cause of liberty and 
self-government. They were led by a desire to 
advance the cause of right at any cost and at 
any sacrifice. 
They seem ed to court hardship 
and to welcome death, if thereby any aid could 
be given to the principles which" they had ' 
espoused. 
They dem onstrated ihe pow er of 
great souls anim ated by unselfish patriotism . 
and stirred to action by the im pulse of loitv 1 
ideas. 
They loved the w ork of th eir hands— 
not because thev desired power as th e ultim ate 
result of their labors, not because they dream ed 
of the establishm ent of a governm ent w hich ; 
should occupy a larger space th an any other 
governm ent in th e history of civilization, nor 
because they counted to build for them selves a 
m onum ent th a t would for all tim e to come tell 
the story of th eir deathless fame. 
But having 
only a feeble glim pse ol the possible results of 
th eir labors, they cam e to the ta k o f planting 
the seeds of an em pire whose genius should be 
the genius of uuiversal em ancipation, w itn Ihe i 
purpose—w hatever m ight be the consequences t 
—of establishing m an’s right to pursue happi- I 
ness aud to develop his nature along the line of 
his best impulses. 
Not only was the structure o f|th e governm ent 
created, but the w h ile tenor of th eir lives and 
conduct seem ed regulated “to form a m ore per- 
feet utiioD, establish justice, insure dom estic 
tranquillity, provide for the common delense, I 
promote the general welfare and secure th e ; 
blessings ot liberty for them selves and their , 
posterity." T heir passiouate love of 
iberty 
was the polar star that direcrod all th eir effort": 
and retieeted w ith undim m ed splendor all their 
achievem ents. The prospect of defeat did not ' 
abate their zeal iu w hat thev considered a just 
cause. 
John Adams and his associates did not hesi- 
tato as to the course they would pursue towards 
the m other country because the clouds ap­ 
pealed dark and threatening. In the language 
attributed to th at groat scholar and statesm an 
are expressed the resolution, confidence and 
courage of the m asterspirits whose lives are a 
symbol of everything in our country's historv 
worthy of com m em oration . 
“ All that 1 have" 
aud all tb at I am . aud all th at I hope in this 
life, I am now ready here to stake upon it. And 
I leave ofi as I bo^an, tbat live or die. sink or 
swim , survive or perish, 1 am for the Declara 
tion. It is m y living sentim ent, and by the 
graoe ot God it shall bo m v dying sentim ent. 
Independence now and independence forever. " 
Pursuing as we do the paths of peace, and re­ 
ferring as we are wont, to tb a t feeble beginning 
in the dark days ot 
76 principally to m ak e, 
m ore striking the 
conirast presented in the 
fruit of the labors of our forefathers seen in a 
nation of 65,000,600 people crow ned w ith power 
aud influence; enriched w ith the m arvelous 
developm ents of its arts and 
sciences and 
am azed at the startling picture of its own ex- 
hausiless resources, we can scarcely understand, 
m uch legs appreciate, the lofty ideals that gave 
tone and character to the lives of those m en 
who “ builded better than tbev knew .” 
1 1 we could Infuse into our "lives and im part 
to our 
estim ate of 
the institutions 
under 
w hich we exercise the duties of citizenship 
som ething of the spirit th at constituted their 
patriotism , this occasion w ould contribute in 
an extraordinary degree to our education for 
the 
various 
relations 
th a t 
we 
sustain. 
They loved 
liberty wifh an intensity that 
has 
never 
been 
surpassed, 
and 
vet 
it 
was 
lilterty 
subject 
to law and rightful 
authority. 
The 
m en 
to 
whom 
we owe 
our political system had a different idea of the 
m eaning of that term from th at of those who 
prate the loudest of liberty in these latter days. 
They were led by the spirit of liberty along the 
paths of right and duty, and w ithin the lines of 
law and order. They w anted them selves aud 
thoir children to be free th at tbev m ight be sub­ 
ject to law and controlled by its m andate. It 
was the will and caprice—not the la w -o f 
tyranny and oppression that they entered into 
a solemn covenant to oppo«e. and, if possible, 
to destroy. They recognized the fact th a t law 
to be entitled to respect and obedle :ce m ust be 
based upon the w ill of the Sunreme Intelligence 
j ol the universe, and th a t i: would not be HLs 
1 w ill th at one portion of the earth should dic­ 


tate to another portion iu m atters as im rxtrtaut 
a.- life and death. 
This was the spirit "tbat 
m oved the arm of the w arrior,” anim ated the 
loftiest soul in the public assem bly, stirred to 
its depths the pow er of the orator arid concen­ 
trated aud m ade resistless the energy of the 
people in those early contests th a t gave to lib­ 
erty an incom parable and enduring victory. 
T heir devotion and freedom incited them to 
oppose w hat they considered the invasion of 
th eir rights by the m other country, and after 
the establishm ent of the Union under the Con­ 
stitution to regard it as the tem ple iu w hich 
alone th eir right could lie preserved. 
)Yith w hat solicitude did they regard the per­ 
petuity of -he union! It was the param ount 
idea th a t perm eated all th eir gravest u tter­ 
ances and engrossed the attention of their great­ 
est m inds. W ashington in his farew ell address 
could not help adm onishing his countrym en : 
“ It is of infinite m om ent th a t you properly es­ 
tim ate th e im m ense value of the national union 
to your collective and individual bappinessthai 
you cherish a cordial, h abitual and im m ovable 
attachm ent for it, accustom ing yourselves to 
think and speak of it as the pallatíium of your 
political safety and prosperity, w atching for its 
preservation w ith jealous anxiety, discounte­ 
nancing w hatever m ay suggest t'he suspicion 
th a t it can iu any event be abandoned, and in­ 
dignantly frow ning upon the first daw n ng of 
every attem pt to alienate anv section of the 
country from the rest, o rto enfeeble the stanch 
ties th a t now bind together the various parts.” 
W hatever differences arose as to the proper 
policy for the adm inistration of affairs of the 
G overnm ent the patriotic m en whose labors 
have bequeathed us our political b essings were 
bound together as by indissoluble links ot steel, 
by the sentim ent of constant aud changeless 
love for the result of their genius and sacrifice. 
They looked upon it as the em bodim ent of that 
for w hich m en had been struggling for h u n ­ 
dreds of years. 
They felt as though Providence had a special 
interest in th e success of the experim ent to de­ 
term ine w hether m en could govern them selves, 
and tb at they would be unw orthy of the effort 
did they consider ease, comfort, w ealth or life 
itself ot any consequence in com parison with 
the duty of the hour.

W hile they had confidence in the ultim ate 
trium ph of the right and believed iu the ade­ 
quacy o f their ow n efforts under the providence 
of God, yet no one csn read the early history ot 
this country and study the lives of the m en who 
gave it character, w ithout feeling th at the 
annals of tim e do not present anything to excel 
th e suprem e 
disregard 
of 
pérsoual conse­ 
quences, the utter innifferenee to tem poral pros­ 
perity, and the unw avering devotion to right 
and duty exhibited by th e fathers of the 'Re­ 
public.*

The history of the world does not present as 
great a constellation of broad aud com prehen­ 
sive intelligence and far reaching statesm an­ 
ship as th at of W ashington, Jefferson 
and 
H am ilton aud th eir illustrious associates, in the 
w ork of proving to the world the value of lib­ 
erty and of establishing a governm ent upon the 
will of the people. And yet, it is not so m uch 
to the intelligence aud genius of these m en— 
transcendent as it was—as to th eir Patriot­ 
ism , 
enthusiasm 
and 
confidence 
in 
the 
right w hich they 
brought 
to w hat thev 
considerod a sacred duty th a t w e owe this 
splendid political system w ith 
the history 
iilum ined by the light of victory and progress. 
•

This genius and patriotism would 
eventually have lied from the difficulties thev 
encountered h ad it not beeu for th eir en th u ­ 
siasm in this great undertaking. 
W ithout it 
they never could have withstood the hardships 
and loss of life of the struggle w ith the m other 
country ; they never could have em erged w ith 
credit and honor from the condition in w hich 
they found them selves in consequence of a de­ 
pleted treasury and the distrust and jealousv of 
the different colonies. 
But difficulties teem ed 
only to intensify th e ardor and enlarge th e ca­ 
pacity of those heroic m en. • * « 
But another elem ent o! power th at we are dis­ 
posed to underestim ate iu those m odern times, 
was th eir lofty m orality. As long as truth shall 
have a cham pion in the world and virtue a 
dom inion over the hum an m ind w ill th eir in­ 
tegrity, probity and purity of life shine forth to 
be a perpetual inspiration to m ankind, to add 
m oral greatness re the attainm ents to which 
they aspire. 
W ashington w as prerem iaeutlv 
great in th a t respect. 
His character inspired 
confidence in the days w hen the storm s ol op­ 
position and the 
tum ultuous waves of ad ­ 
versity lashed th eir fury ag d u st the chain th at 
bound th e colonies together. 
W hen the band of palri- ts wore alm ost 
ready to conclude th at they were confronted bv 
th e w hole world; th a t possibly thev were m is­ 
taken iu th eir judgm ent; th a t thev m ight be. 
com m itting a crim e in the nam e of liberty, they 
looked tow ard W ashington and they beheld 
him , 
“ Like som e tall cliff th at lifts its aw ful form. 
Swells from the vale and m idw av leaves the 
storm . 
Though round its breast the rolling clouds are 
spread, 
E ternal sunshine settles on its head,” 
And discontent, doubt and despondency lied, 
and in their place cam e hope, courage aud 
victory.

W hile we contem plate the 
lesson taught by the lives of these illustrious 
m en, w hile we survey w ith pride aud pleasure 
the m arvelous career of the Unmn un d er the 
Constitution, m ay we rem em ber th a t there are 
s’.ill grave difficulties to be overcome, serious 
dangers to be avoided and im portant duties of 
Citizenship to be discharged. 
’1 he future of the lie ion depends upon the in ­ 
telligence and patriotism ot onr citizens. 
The 
whole system of our laws, th e adm inistration of 
justice and th e policy an d condition of our in ­ 
stitutions m ust ultim ately be controlled by the 
individua! will. Every Citizen ought to view 
the question of his relation to the commnn- 
w ealtn as though the welfare oi every other 
citizen depends upon liis conduct, 
If this view 
w ere protrerly entertained it would have a ten ­ 
dency to produce a condition ot affairs sim ilar 
to th at w hich existed in th e palm y days of 
A thens w hen it is said every one of her citizens 
w as qualified to discharge the duties of govern­ 
m ent of the city. *

W hatever m ay be tra e of oth er govt rnm ents, 
it was designed : y those who established this 
refuge for the weary and oppressed th at every 
m an worthy oi the protection of our laws aud 
capable of appreciating the genius of our in sti­ 
tutions, becom ing a citizen of this coun-rv, 
should have a voice in directing public affairs. 
The gravest perils th a t beset our institutions 
are the attitude of indifference towards tire ex ­ 
ercise o f the franchise and other civil obliga­ 
tions exhibited by m any of our honest and in­ 
telligent citizens, and the frantic eagerness 
to participate in these duties m anifested by the 
ignorant aud corrupt. 
The intense partisanship th at has at different 
tim es prevailed had better be rev iv c(([h au 
th at th e Governm ent should be tui ned over to 
those whose patriotism is m easured by th e ex ­ 
ten t of th e spoils. * • • 
Public sentim ent is crystallizing against the 
policy o f inviting to our shores, and adm itting 
to citizenship, the denizens of the Old World 
regardless of character and intelligence. 
But so far. w ith the exemption of one nation, 
we have contented ourselves w ith protests and 
resolutions. The lim e is rapidly approaching, 
how ever, if it lias not already arrived, w hen 
som ething more efficient titan declam ations 
and suggestions w ill be required. In this, as in 
other respects, it becomes our im perious duty to 
do all we can to preserve and transm it uncor­ 
rupted and unim paired all th e institutions, 
civil, literary, m oral and religious, w hich high 
heaven has allotted to us. 
“ Never before lived a people possessing such 
a birth rig h t, such an unbounded horizou of 
greatness and glory as th at w hich i nroads itself 
belore the enraptured vision of every enlight­ 
ened A m erican citizen." 
T his governm ent w ill never fall out by the 
way. It it should, it w ould be the greatest 
catastrophe th a t tim e could record, involving 
in its details al! the interests not of our country 
only, but of the whole hum an family. It cannot 
be. But m ay we stand far alo o f from even 
the appearance of it, and m ay we regard our­ 
selves and teach our children to regard ihem - 
selves as God’s own depository of the blessings 
of liberty and civilization for all tim e to come, 
and destined to exert an ever-w idening and in­ 
creasing infiuence as the years roil on. 
At the conclusion of the oration little 
Mamie McCarthy led 
the 
singing 
of 
“America.” the band accompanying and 
the school children supplying the chorus. 


TH E PIUTE WAR-DANCE. 
The exercises concluded with a war- 
dance by twelve Piute Indians and a num­ 
ber of squaws, enacted in the center of the 
main hail. Before the dance commenced 
Captaiu “ Sam ’’ introduced to the audience 
an aged Indian—so aged, indeed, that his 
head was white as snow and he had lost 
his eyesight. But the old brave stood 
erect aud proud while Sam recounted, in 
good English, the deeds of the patriarchal 
warrior, who, he said, had fought under 
Fremont in the campaign against the 
Mexicans in the thirties. He wore upon 
his breast the badge of a Mexican War 
Veteran. In the meantime the war dance 
contingent, all young anti lithe iellows, 
marched to the cerner of the space allotted 
to them, aud squatted in a circle upon the 
floor. 
They were stripped to the waist, 
and their glistening bodies were striped 
and daubed with paint, while their heads 
were bedecked with 
fantastic bonnets 
of feathers. Some of them carried gaudily- 
ornamented hatchets to represent toma­ 
hawks, and others had bows and quivers 
swung upon their backs. One of the num­ 
ber carried a tin pan covered with a 
flour-sack, on which two others Deat a 
tattoo witu small stulled clubs. Captain 
Sam (on this occasion only) “ had no Hies 
on him.” While the dancers were beating 
then tin-pan tom-tom, chanting their war- 
song, and otherwise working themselves up 
to that supposed pitch of enthusiasm which 
finds vent in the war-dance, the Captain 
walked over to the group, and extending 
his right band above their'heads in a bless- 
you-my-children sort of way, caused them 
to cease their incantations. 
TbeD, laying his hand patronizingly on 
the head of the aforesaid aged warrior, he 
repeated his speech about what the old 
man had done in the last hundred years, 
and concluded by starting out to trass the 
hat in his behalf. Evidently he had no 
intention of waiting till the performance 
«■as over before taking up his collection, 
but tne committee interposed, aud ordered 
Samuel to start the dance, which be did 
reluctantly. 
Then the braves resumed 
their weird, guttera! chant, aud beat the 
tin-pan for a minute or so, when one buck 


suddenly sprung to his feet, and brandish­ 
ing his giit tomahawk, com atener a to beat 
the floor with his feet, and skip around the 
circle uttering a 
sonorous 
war-whoop. 
Then another, and another wen* through 
the same performance, and 
so :t aii 
but the "m usicians" were at it, following 
one another about the circle in what Lias 
been poetically and otherwise dished up 
during the past hundred and fifty years as 
a “ war-dance,"’ but which would never 
secure one of them a position as darning- 
master. 
This performance was repeated every few 
ruinates, and after a while the younger of 
the squaws left their group near by aud 
took a hand. If the dancing of the bucks 
is lacking in grace, it is still as much su­ 
perior to that of the squaws as is the flight 
of the swallow to the antics oi a toad 
loaded with bird-shot. Standing perfectly 
erect, with their hands by their sides and 
an its-business-with-me expression on their 
stolid features, they simply bob up and 
down, stiff-legged, moving a couple of 
inches sidewise at each bob, until thc-y 
make the circuit of the ring, when they 
sit down. How under the sun any Indian 
ever worked up a fighting spirit under such 
dispiriting and soul-harrowing conditions, 
it is hard to understand. Evidently the 
modern Piute is well fitted for work in the 
“ hop ” fields. 
I here was to have teen a benediction 
pronounced at the close of the exercises, 
bnt the Chaplain looked down for a mo­ 
ment upon the war-dance farce, any—then 
took his hat aud left. 


THE FESTIVE BOARD. 


G ra n d M a rs h a l S te p h e n s llin e s a n d W in es

At the conclusion of the parade yester­ 
day Grand Marshal Stephens, with his 
Marshals and Aids, repaired to the banquet- 
roorn in Grangers’ Hall, where Mr. Ste­ 
phens had 
provided a fine 
collation. 
Among the invited guests present were 
General T. W. Sheehan ami stafl, and mem­ 
bers of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
After a few moments of social intercourse, 
the Grand Marshal invited his guests to be 
seated at the banquet table. The festive 
board was abundantly supplied with every­ 
thing that heart could wish.

“ The National Guard ” was next re­ 
sponded to by General T. W. Sheehan, 
who paid a high trionte to our citizen 
soldiery for the unselfish interest thev have 
always shown iu behalf of their common 
country. 
The next sentiment proposed was “ The 
Grand Army ot the Republic,” and was re­ 
sponded to by Geo. \\". Ficks, who spoke 
of that organization as one of the co-work­ 
ing factots in our National progress, dis­ 
seminating the principles of patriotism.

“ LES HORRIBLES.” 


T ire B u rle s q u e P a r a d e M ak es P le n ty 
l-'tin. 
The burlesque parade in the afternoon 
by the “ Horribles ” was hardly up to the 
standard, in some respects, of former exhi­ 
bitions given by the organization. Still it 
was good. 
The procession formed in the vicinifv of 
the ,1-street park, and shortly after 3 o'clock 
the signal to move was given. General 
Killemall, the Grand Marshal, headed his 
fiery charger down J street and a hand 
struck up a Chinese march. The General’s 
bosom swelled with martial pride—with 
the assistance of an enormous wad of cot­ 
ton baiting—as he surveyed his mighty 
and grotesque army from his saddle. Two 
policemen rode on either side of him, prob­ 
ably to queli his turbulent spirit when be 
sniffed the smoke of burning powder. It 
cannot be said that the General's make-up 
| was of the kind that throws maidens into 
j ecstaeies of delight and admiration. His 
¡ pasteboard nose (his real one having been 
j shot off in the Revolutionary War) was ill- 
i fitting, and his military trousers bagged at 
! the knees. His charger could hardly be 
j called a Bucephalus, beiug minus one eye 
and possessing a peculiar impediment in * 
i the movement of one of his hind legs. 
! But, taking all in all, the General’s appear- 
| ance and accompaniments were a sutfiei- 
ently appropriate introduction to what 
! followed. 
• 
Several hideous-ieatured aids, mounted 
on s'eeris cut on the same pattern as the 
General's charger, came n°xf in line, but 
their aiding consisted chiefly ia veiling 
like Comanches and pelting the specta­ 
tors with torpedoes. 
A grotesquely-ati ired band of alleged mu­ 
sicians came next, and after thi3 what was 
t robablv the most ridieulous and laugh­ 
able ieature in the procession. It was com­ 
posed ot a dozen or more rollicking youths 
attired in imitation of MiS3 Maye Krewen's 
famous zouaves. The boys essayed to imi­ 
tate the Delsarte movements wish wooden 
dumbbells, and capered about to the im­ 
mense amusement of themselves aud the 
spectators. 
Pugilists, imps, fairies, burnt-cork ne­ 
groes, troubadours, etc , followed in great 
profusion and confusion, principally on 
foot, and all hands yelling and screeching 
in a desperate attempt to outdo the dtm 
created by the explosion ot crackers and 
bombs on all sides of them. 
A sorry-looking wafiie wagon, with the 
regulation gone attachment came next, in 
which an industrious baker fried aud su­ 
gared blocks of wood, and then generously- 
pelted the dainties at the spectators. 
On another float was a realistic repre­ 
sentation of John Chinaman's favorite pas­ 
time—“ wasbee clothes.” Eight or ten imi­ 
tation exilies went through what they* sup­ 
posed to be the Chinese cleansing process, 
and in the attempt numerous pieces of wear­ 
ing apparel were, after being dipped into a 
bucket of water, whipped into shreds and 
hung up to dry. 
A "circus” came next. It was headed 
by Mademoise'Te De Siandonoaetoe, the 
celebrated 
bareback 
equestrienne, who 
throughout the line of inarch made des- 
kperate but vain attempts to stand erect 
upon her liorse. Beside her marched the 
ringmaster, who spasmodically announced, 
in a sort of piccolo voice, the daring feats 
Mademoiselle wouldn’t perform. Behind 
came a clown inserted in a dummy horse, 
and he was followed by a Hindoo snake- 
charmer, who condescendingly offered her 
photographs for sale to the spectators at 
the nominal sum of $14 apiece. 
The 
last feature of the “ circus” was a realistic 
representation of “ Daniel in the Lion's 
Den.” A daring and reckless performer 
sat in the interior of a huge mounted cage, 
while about him prowled several wild and 
untamed goats, cats and dogs. The specta­ 
tors stared with fear and amazement, bnt 
the young man only smiled as though 
wholly fearless of any harm from those 
terrible beasts of tire forest. 
Another Chinese orchestra followed, and , 
then came a float upon which was pitched i

THE FIREWORKS. 


T h e S lio w W a s G o od. H ot th e D e ia j w a s 


Had it not been for the lateness in start­ 
ing and the long, tiresome delays between 
the firing otl of the various pieces, the ex­ 
hibition of pyrotechnics on the Capitol 
grounds last night would have been an 
immense success. 
As it was. however, 
many people became exhausted, as well as 
disgusted, at the dilatory maimer iu which 
the programme was carried out, and left 
for home before the exhibition was over. 
Otherwise the show was all that could 
be desired. 
The set pieces in particular 
were marvelously successful, and the itn- 
mence audience showed its appreciation of 
them by applauding heartily. 
The Ma­ 
sonic, Odd 
Fellows' 
and Native S o n s’ 
emblems called forth much commenda­ 
tion. as did also the working fire-engine 
11 nd locomotive. 
The piece representing a 
militiamen at target practice was unique, 
as well as pretty. Tiie grand piece tl,- re­ 
sistance, which was reserved for the last, 
represented California. 
The mountains 
and sun-burst iu the back-ground were very 
realistic, as were also the prospectors at 
work in the hills. 
The less said about the rockets the better. 
They were woefnlly deficient in every re­ 
spect, and the customary “Ah ! ’ was con­ 
spicuous in its absence. The bomb?, how­ 
ever, which exploded thousands of colored 
stars and showers of golden rain in mid­ 
air. were good. 
A. J. Gardner, one of the members of 
the Committee on Fireworks, says that auy 
apparent delay in setting off the fireworks 
was due wholly to the fact that but one 
police officer was present to keep hack the 
crowd of people, and about 1,000 mischiev­ 
ous boys, who crowded upon the works. 
This kept the operators busy watching 
their set pieces to prevent lheir disarrange­ 
ment, and in driving back the crowd, and

Gardner 
got several citi­ 
zens to organize a sort of improvised 
police to aid in clearing a space for ihe 
workers.

DR. MfNULTY. 
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STRANGE VIEWS. 
It is difficult to understand what excuse 
the New York Times has for publication 
in this country, since it finds nothing in 
the United States to excite its admiration 
or command its approval. Its nose is con­ 
stantly tip-tilted, and is forever crowned 
with the halo of a sneer. The election of 
fiencral Harrison did not please it; the 
Administration of President Harrison dis­ 
pleases i t ; it is soured because the .Mills 
bill did not become a law ; it distrusts the 
appointments of the President; it believes 
the Republican party insincere and the 
Democratic party doubtful; it pooh-poohs 
the suggestion that there is danger to the 
United States in the aggressiveness of Eng­ 
lish capital in the Dominion, and now it 
declares that we have gained a hollow vic­ 
tory over Germany in the Samoan matter, 
and that since we have set up the tariff 
barrier to protect home industries we have 
no moral or other right to interfere with 
those that seek to adjust their relations 
with other nations upon a different com­ 
mercial basis. It winds up its pessimistic 
growl with the amazing statement: 
German interests so fai preponderate in Samoa 
that 110 other interests are worth mentioning 
iu comparison with them, and our appearance 
as the champion of the Samoans is a piece of 
Irrelevant and irrational chivalry. Such real 
interests as we have have not been threatened 
by any deliberate or authoritative action of the 
German Governmeut. It does not appear that 
with regard to Samoa Germany has any colonial 
designs, but if she has, there is no reason ap 
parent why we should try to balk them. 
It adds an expression that is little less 
than insulting to bincere Americans, when 
speaking of the success of our Commission­ 
ers to Berlin on the Samoan question : 
Of course, so far as it goes, this result will add 
to the prestige of the I'niied .Slates iu Europe of 
little value as that prestige cau be to us apait 
from gratifying our national vanity. In this 
respect it might be dangerous by tempting us 
to entangle ourselves iu other schemes either 
of European or planetary politics in which our 
iut-rest is even less than in the affairs of 
Samoa. 
Regarding the ‘‘back down of Germany,” 
the 'Timex can see nothing in it, further 
than this: that probably Germany never 
had any such intentions towards Samoa as 
we have imputed to her ambition, and 
that having secured, by the new compact, 
the complete protection of her commercial 
interests in Samoa she lias nothing more to 
desire or ask for; that the theory that 
Germany has “backed down” is not un­ 
derstandable, because the Empire need not 
have given us our own way had it not 
been so inclined, since it has the power to 
turn us inside out and to hang us up to 
dry. We have been thus liberal in quota­ 
tion, in the hope that the suggestion that 
the Times is an American paper may be 
established by some one, in the light of 
this testimony. Still, we are not disposed 
to charge that journal with insincerity. It 
probably believes what it preaches, but we 
are strongly inclined to the belief that it is 
int he wrong pulpit. If the Times can see no 
American interests in Samoa worth the 
mention compared to those of Germany, 
its perceptive faculties are at fault— 
nothing more. If the Times cannot under­ 
stand it, other people can, that American 
naval interests, and common right on the 
great highway between America and Aus­ 
tralasia are not to lie measured by the im­ 
portance of commercial establishments 
upon a single group in Polynesia. If the 
Times finds in the outcome of the Samoan 
matter only gratification of national 
vanity, it simply proves that it is incapable 
of comprehending the real questions that 
are at issue in the Samoan difficulty, and is 
oblivious to the demands of humanity and 
the calls of the international code. We 
interferred in Samoa because a lawfully 
selected ruler of the islands, and with 
whom we treated, and to whom we had 
promised our good offices in case of diffi­ 
culty between him and a foreign power,de­ 
manded that we keep faith ; and because 
a subsequently treating power had as 
sumed the right to dethrone and deport that 
ruler, and to set up in his place a pre 
tender; because that power resorting to 
measures not necessary to protect its inter' 
effs, commercial and otherwise, had con­ 
spired to control the islands completely 
and to so dominate that no other nation 
would find it pleasant or profitable to re­ 
tain its commercial interests in Samoa. 
The bald assertions that even if Germany 
had colonial designs in Samoa we had no 
right to balk them, carries its own answer) 
and which is too apparent to demand re 
cital. We repeat, lia» the Times any moral 
right to claim to be an American news­ 
paper? 
A WISE LAW. 
The New York Tribu,i.e suggests that a 
formidable obstaile in the way of the 
electrical e x ‘cuti< n law in New York is 
the clause which forbids the newspapers 
to publish anything further than a bare 
statement that the penalty was inflicted at 
a certain place and time upon a certain 
convict. The Tribune says: 
It is at least a very serious inroad upon the 
liberty which the pre-s would employ for 


T he rebuilding of a large section of the 
city of Naples is the most important sani­ 
tary measure ever undertaken in the Old 
World. It is proof of the splendid ad­ 
vance that is being made by sanitary sci­ 
ence. In 1870 the city government of 
Naples began the construction of the 
Strada del Duomo, to run nearly parallel 
with the famous Toledo, and leading di­ 
rectly to the sea. Very few of the other 
streets exceeded 30 feet in width and many 
not more than 15 or 20 feet. Under the 
new system Naples will have thirty streets 
90 feet in width; 110, 00 feet, and 31, 40 
feet—all paved, thoroughly sewered and 
constructed after the most approved meth 
ods. Only a few of the chief thorough­ 
fares had sidewalks. Now they will nearly 
all have six, ten or sixteen-foot walkways. 
The city is, from the east to the west sub­ 
urb’four miles in length, and at the widest 
part is not over two and a half miles in 
breadth. 
The tearing down of 17,000 
houses and sixty-two churches in such an 
area is a monstrous work, especially when 
it is remembered that in Naples the houses 
are mainly lofty structures and have over­ 
hangs that still further narrow the streets 
above the ground floors, on which the 
business of the city is principally carried 
on, in arched and opened cells, or recesses, 
the upper stories being used as tenements 
Heretofore Naples has had very few open 
spaces or squares, or what Colonel Waring 
so aptly terms “the lungs of a city.” Now 
she will have twelve new fine, though not 
large, parks, well distributed longitudinally, 
in a section where there has heretofore 
been the most crowded condition of things. 
The enormous expense to which the 
Neapolitans ate now going, in order to 
place their city in fair sanitary condition, 
involving as it does $220,000,000 of ex­ 
pense, should be a lesson to the builders 
of modern cities, to take plenty of room, to 
provide for thorough drainage and ample 
breathing places, and to require observ­ 
ance ol the proved economies of sanitary 
science. 


T h e r e is something amazingly stupefy 
ing in the coolness and nonchalance with 
which the managers of the bruising match 
announced between the two chiefs of pugil­ 
ism declare that there is no need to pay 
any attention to the proclamation of the 
Governor of a sovereign State of the union, 
ordering the strict enforcement of the law.

We fail to see wherein resides the im­ 
portance to the people of any other report 
of the operation of the nsw system, than 
the facts proving it efficacious or a 
failure. The purpose of the law in ex­ 
cluding reporters from executions was bom 
of the highest moral and practical econ­ 
omy. It is simply indisputable that the 
sensational reports of hangings, in which 
the press has indulged, demoralize, debase, 
harden and reduce the terror the scaflold 
should inspire to the lowest possible mini­ 
mum. 
These reports familiarize the 
rehder with the machinery of death and 
the scenes of last hours, until morbid curi­ 
osity takes the place of horror and repul­ 
siveness, or else pulseless indifference sits 
in the seat of sensitiveness. The gallows- 
tree from being a terror, by the sensational 
press has been made an object of seeking 
by criminals, who, to enjoy the opportu­ 
nity for such brief tragic posing and cheap 
notoriety, boldly court death and infamy. 
W hat is the “liberty of the press” that 
tends to destroy the liberty of the people 
by glorifying with legal martyrdom, ac­ 
cording to their thinking, the assailants of 
life and property, and the class that feeds 
upon the invasion of human rights ? W hat 
exchange is that which purchases liberty 
of the press to revel in sensational details 
of executions, at the sacrifice of the sensi­ 
tiveness that should distinguish youth and 
innocence, and that cannot be exposed to 
the attrition of these melodramatic reports 
without being rendered insensible to the 
terrors of the gallows. We want just such 
a 1 ¡w in California as they have in New 
York—a law that says to the sensational 
press, when it attempts to dramatize the 
scenes of executions, “Stop! At this ]>oint 
the exertion of your energies in the scheme 
of corrupting the public shall cease.”

Breaking Records in Scorching 
D escription of Races. 
Stockton, July 4th.—To day’s meet of 
the Oak Leaf and Bay City Wheelmen was 
the most successful one ever held on this 
coast. In ihe forenoon the wheelmen 
turned out in force, participating in the pa­ 
rade and were quite a feature. 
The races were called at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon, and the large grand stand at the 
Banner Island Baseball Grounds was 
packed, a large percentage being ladies.

IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


A nother Statem ent Regarding the M ys­ 
terious D isappearance. 
R ed B l u f f, July 4th—Dr. C. G. Barrett, 
who has practiced dentistry here for sev­ 
eral years, disappeared on Sunday, and 
both his wife and his creditors would like 
to hear from him. On that morning Bar­ 
rett told his wife that he would take his 
three-year-old sen, Earl, to his office and 
fix his teeth, as they needed fixing badly. 
Whether he went to his office or not at that 
time is not now known; but later, early in 
the evening, when he did not return home, 
Julian, Mrs. Barrett’s son bya former mar­ 
riage, went to the doctor’s office and found 
it deserted, and that all the dental tools, 
head rest to his chair, etc., had disappeared 
and the office furniture in great confusion. 
The door was not locked, the key lying on 
the floor near the door. The doctor had 
evidently tied. 
He had been a quiet, well-conducted citi­ 
zen, the only thing said against him being 
that withing the last year he has seemed to 
bestow too much attention on a young 
woman who felt here two months ago. It 
is thought by some that he has gone off to 
meet this woman ; by others, that creditors 
were pressing him, and he ran away from 
his debts. 
Mrs. Barrett cannot account for her hus­ 
band’s departure. She says that they had 
always lived happily, and" she knew of no 
cause for his sudden departure. If he had 
been keeping company with any other 
woman outside of the family, Mrs Barrett 
said she knew nothing of "it. When he 
came home and said that he would take the 
oldest child to his office to till its teeth, she 
thought nothing of it. 
Next day she received a package from 
the doctor, which had been sent from 
Corning, a few miles south of here. It con­ 
tained the doctor’s cash-book aud ledger, 
all newly posted, and showing tbe amounts 
due him from various people. It is evi­ 
dent that the doctor intended that his wite 
should collect the several sums, and thus 
provide for herself temporarily. With the 
package came no word or tidings of the 
fleeting doctor or explanation of his con­ 
duct. 
The doctor has a brother at Sacramento, 
who has learned nothing ot his where­ 
abouts. He thinks that the doctor’s busi­ 
ness affairs were in a satisfactory condi­ 
tion, and that he must be mentally un­ 
sound.

SOCORRO CASHIER. 
He Feathered Ilis Nest and Lit Out for 
San Francisco. 
S ocorro (N. M.), July 4th.—The Sheriff 
of Socorro county, C. A. Robinson, wired 
Chief of Police Crowley of San Francisco, 
on tbe night of the 3d inst., to arrest and 
hold Walter E. Burlingame pending the 
receipt of a requisition lrotu the Governor 
of New Mexico for the body of raid Bur­ 
lingame, who is urgently wanted here by 
anxious bondsmen and numerous deposi­ 
tors of the defunct Socorro County Bank. 
Chief Crowley made tbe arrest this morn­ 
ing and Sheriff Robinson leaves this even­ 
ing for his man. Burlingame was cashier 
of the Socorro County Bank, which closed 
its doors on the 12th ultimo with an empty 
treasury and liabilities to the tune of $55 - 
000 and assets of unknown quantities, 
figured at $63,000. 
Burlingame was also Treasurer of the 
same county, which loses $11,300 by the 
failure of the hank. Seventeen hundred 
dollars were found upon his person at the 
time of his arrest, notwithstanding he had 
dolefully inform* d bis bondsmen that he 
was a panper and des itute. It is generally 
believed that he must have feathered hia 
nest for many thousand dollars. 
IM PORTANT SUIT. 
Tin* O ucstion of fCinplyhig Sew age at 
Santa M onica. 
Los A n g e l e s, July 4th.—An important 
suit was begun in the Superior Court yes­ 
terday. the purpose being to prevent the 
emptying of sewage on the beach at Santa 
Monica. The plaintiff is W. T. Spiilntan. 
and tbe defendants are J. H . Bryson, J. 
Downey Harvey, W. J. Broderick and Jas. 
McLaughlin. 
The plaintiff alleges that he is the owner 
of part of the beach, that the defendants 
are occupants of certain lots and dwellings 
on Ocean avenue; that they have con 
structed conduit pipes for sewage running 
from their dwellings across the avenue and 
to the beach ; that these pipes are now be­ 
ing used to conduct sewage to the beach, 
and tbe result is that noxious and offensive 
smells issue Irom it to tbe injury of health. 
He asks that an injunction be granted, 
restraining the defendants from further use 
of these sewage pipes. A petition was pre­ 
sented to Judge McKinley, and he sent a 
fernoorary restraining order, and the de­ 
fendants are directed to show cause on July 
11th whv the order should not be made 
permanent. 
COLD-BLOODED M URDER. 
A D esperado D eliberately Shoots tbo 
Marshal of O ceanside. 
S an D ie g o, July 4th.—C ity Marshal C. 
C. Wilson, of Oceanside, was shot through 
the heart last night at 12:30 a. m. by John 
Murray, a desperado, who had a grudge 
against Wilson. He had made threats 
against Wilson's life. Wilson was on foot 
and Murray on horseback. He rode up to 
the Marshal and. drawing a tbirty-five-cal- 
iber Colt's revolver, fired, and then escaped. 
A posse of citizens are utter him. If he is 
caught he will he lynched. Murray is 
about twenty-seven years of age, five feet 
eight inches tall, has light gray eyes, light 
mustache and wears a No. 4 boot. The 
city of Oceanside has offered $200 as a re­ 
ward. and the county is expected to offer 
$300 more. 
Grain Field Fire. 
W oodland, July 4th.—Another field fire 
occurred yesterday afternoon seven miles 
west of Davisvilie on the ranch of E. A.

ROYAL GRANTS. 
Tlit* Princess Louise of W ales w ill W ant 
Som e Pin M oney. 
London, July 4th.—The arrangements 
for the marriage of the Princess Louise of 
Wales have been changed so far as regards 
the place where the ceremony will be per­ 
formed. It was decided last week that Os­ 
borne should be the scene, but tbe Queen 
has consented to allow it to take place in 
London. This was the original desire of 
the Princess of Wales. The marriage will 
therefore be celebrated at Buckingham Pal­ 
ace, where the chapel is already being pre­ 
pared tor the occasion. The date fixed is 
baturday, the 27th inst. These arrange­ 
ments are final. 
THE PALACE CHAPEL. 
The chapel of Buckingham Palace was 
built and fitted up some years ago for the 
convenience ot the Queen at a time when 
her health did not admit of her going out 
to attend divine service. It has been little 
used since that period. The wedding the 
27th will be the first that has ever taken 
place in it. It is scarceiv necessary to say 
that the popularity of the marriage will be 
much increased by its taking place in Lon­ 
don. 
GARDEN PARTY. 
I he supporters of the Government are 
rather concerned about the fact that the 
Prince of Waies gives a garden party at 
Marlborough House to-morrow afternoon 
to which about forty-five Conservative 
members are invited. To withdraw so 
many Ministerialists from the vote of the 
grants to be proposed would be a very seri­ 
ous matter, lor they would reckon as ninety 
in a division and the grants might in that 
case be defeated. The date of the garden 
party was fixed at a time when it was not 
imagined that the wedding would be so 
soon decided upon. 
IT IS A SURPRISE. 
It would be awkward if the grant to the 
children of the Prince should be thrown 
out owing to a party given by the Prince 
himseif. Of this, however, there is no im­ 
mediate danger. 
The discussion will be 
kept going, if necessary, till the return of 
the forty-five. They will be within reach 
of a summons, and could get to the House 
in a quarter of an hour should an emer­ 
gency arise. The truth is that the wed­ 
ding has come upon everybody outside of 
the Prince of Wales’ household as a sur­ 
prise. 
BRITISH NOBILITY. 
The Ministry has been credited with 
springing a mine upon the House of Com­ 
mons, but they knew nothing whatever of 
the intended marriage until a few days ago. 
They have really* had no time to appoint 
the committee demanded by Mr. I.a- 
bouchere. It would be far betier to have a 
decision of the Parliamentary committee 
for the regulation of all roy*al grants in 
future, and the Government would doubt­ 
less be only too glad if they had this decis­ 
ion to fqrtily them now on this point. 
Some satisfactory assurances are likely to 
be given and probably a compromise will 
he arrived at.

L o n do n, July 4th.—At the morning ses­ 
sion ot the VV orld’s Sunday-School Conven­ 
tion yesterday the discussion on organized 
school work was continued. Pool spoke 
on the subject as relatirg to India, where, 
he said, of 50 000,000 children there aré 
only 217,100 in the missionary day schools, 
At the afternoon session Warren Randolph, 
of New York, introduced the subject of the 
International Lesson plan. Hesaid 10,000,­ 
000 people studied the lessons. At the 
evening session tbe French and Swiss dele­ 
gates stated that the International Lessons 
were not suited to France and Switzerland 
owing to the length of the cycle and diffi­ 
culty of many of the subjects.

Lord and 
Lady Salisbury* were too late to join 
the procession.

The Shah dined with Earl Cadogan last 
evening and afterw ard went to a" ball at 
Buckingham Palace, which was attended 
by the Prince and Princess of Wales and 
other members of the royal family.

Powell S. Lawson, the President of the 
Association, presided at the head of the 
banquet-table, and after an eloquent ad­ 
dress of welcome, all present made a test 
of the repast spread before them. As a 
toast-master the President has few equals, 
and as the Pioneers as a general thing are 
known for their eating qualities and speak­ 
ing propensities, it is needless to say the 
old adage of a feast of wisdom and flow of 
soul was enjoyed. 
Secretary of State Hendricks responded 
in his usual witty and hnmorous style to 
the toast, “The State of California.” 
Hon. H. 
M. 
La Rue — the pioneer 
"thrasher” of the Pacific coast—-responded 
to the toast, “The Pioneer Granger,” one 
with which he is quite familiar. 
His re­ 
marks were not only eloquent, but brim­ 
ming over with good advice and sound 
logic. 
Janies McGuire, an ex-President of the 
Association, gave some interesting remi­ 
niscences of pioneer life. 
L. C. Chandler spoke upon the real estate 
of to-day and that of the days of 1849. 
W. P. Coleman made a short address on 
the Sacramento of 184S and the Capital 
City of to-day. 
One of the best speeches of the day was 
that of ex-President E. F. Aiken, who re­ 
sponded to the toast, “ Woman. God’s best 
gift to man—may she ever remain Queen in 
the home and heart which she has won.” 
He spoke as follows: 
There is a tradition w hich is as old as time, 
w hich we were all fam iliar w ith w hen children, 
and are exDected to believe, toon afte r the 
creation of the world, the Great Creator of the 
universe formed a place called the Garden of 
Eden, w herein He caused to grow evervthing 
beautiful of tree and fruit and plant and flow­ 
ers. 
He then, according to this 
tradition, 
formed m an in His own image, and placed him 
there to enjoy this paradise ; and, although 
everything beautiful was under his control, he 
w anted som ething more. Old A dam was a sel­ 
fish fellow, and was not satisfied until a wom an 
was created and given to him , as a com panion 
to share his joys and pleasures. (Cares and sor­ 
rows were unknow n at th at tim e,) And from 
th a t day on, through all th e dark ages of ignor­ 
ance aud superstition, down to the present lim e, 
m an has been ready losaerificeeverything, eren 
life, for the w om an of his choice. 
Speaking of w om an in this connection re­ 
m inds me of som ething th a t m ade a strong im ­ 
pression upon m y m ind w hen a child. In one 
of m y school books there w as a picture of a wo­ 
m an w ith wing?. I was told it was an angel, 
aud th at all fem ales w ith wings were angels. 
And it w as alw ays one of the m ysteries to m y 
boyish m ind w hy all the angels were m ade to 
appear in the fem ale form. It m ay be that all 
the angels are females, yet I have my doubts 
about all fem ales being angels. However, I am 
digressing from my subject. 
In connection w ith this picture was an adage 
th at you are all fam iliar w ith. It read like this: 
“ Through all the concerns of life there is a d i­ 
vinity that shapes our ends, rough-hew them 
as we w ill.” 
N ..W , I believe th at history w ill 
bear me out iu the assertion that, from the ear­ 
liest daw n ot hum anity down to the present 
tim e, wom an has been the divinity th at has 
shaped the destinies of m ankind. 
The world 
owes a greater debt of gratitude to wom an for 
h er character and h er m olding influence for 
good and trntli, th an to any other force in our 
civilization. 
In wom an we find those noble traits th at 
adorn hum anity. Under th e m ost distressing 
circum stances she is alw ays lenient aud forgiv­ 
ing. She isalw ays foremost ineverygood work; 
alw ays prom inent in acts of charity, and deeds 
of benevolence: and from the tim e we diaw the 
first feeble breath of infancv, ou through the 
trials and vicissitudes of life! till by reason of 
age or infirm ity we are called to lay dowii life’s 
cares and pass over the d ark river, we are in­ 
debted to ¡wom an for constant care aud un­ 
tiring love. 
¡shall I recall to yonr m inds th e nam e of 
one, so dear to us all; a nam e hallow ed iu the 
m inds of every one present; one whom we all 
delight to honor and revere;w honurtured us in 
in infancy; who w atched over us through child­ 
hood’s fleeting hours; who cam e to us during 
youth’s happy days w ith serious counsel and 
good advice, such as only comes Irom the earn­ 
est prom ptiugs of a m other’s loving heart? 
Shall I speak of h er who, in the flush of our 
young m anhood, w as the choicest one am ong 
all our associates.m et our heart yearnings w ith 
the faithfulness of conjugal affections; w ho was 
alw ays ready to share our cares and sorrows, 
and w ith a life-long devotion during prosperity 
or adversity 
has proved herself the dearest 
ireasure of our hearts? And at last we long to 
m ention beautiful and accom plished daughters. 
Too m uch canuot be said in th eir praise. To us 
and to our m inds they are "the full-blown 
flowers of creation’s m orning.” “ the crow ning 
glory of God’s handiw ork.” 
May they always 
rem ain queen regents in the hom es and hearts 
they have won. 


DOMESTIC TROUBLE. 


F in a n cia l D ifficu lties anil J ea lo u sy T u rn ­ 
in g a H u sb an d ’s M ind. 
A telegram from Stockton states that on 
Wednesday E. L. Crandall, formerly of 
Galt, had been jailed there for safe keep­ 
ing. He said he recently returned from 
the Calaveras 
county 
mines after six 
months’ absence and found that his wife, 
Theresa, had long before eloped with J. J. 
Kennedy, and that the two were living 
at 21 Fulton street, San Francisco. 
He 
said he went to the place Sunday, but 
Kennedy escaped. 
He threatened to kill 
Kennedy, and was arrested as insane while 
trying to force a druggist to sell him poi­ 
son. 
Referring to the above, the San Francisco 
Chronicle of yesterday published the fol­ 
low ing: "Mrs. Crandall was found at 21 
Fulton street, where she keeps a boarding­ 
house. She says the statement that she 
eloped with Kennedy is absurd. He once 
was a boarder of hers at Galt, when she 
lived wiih her husband, and when Ken­ 
nedy came to San Francisco he took a 
room at her house. 
“In an interview yesterday Mrs. Crandall 
said her husband i’ll treated her, and con­ 
cluded: ‘My husband offered me a one- 
half interest iu his mines and the privi­ 
lege of securing a divorce, but he never 
paid me the money for bringing the same, 
as he agreed. 
Financial difficulties have, 
no doubt, had some effect upon his mind. 
He came to my house yesterday, and upon 
meeting Mr. Kennedy, accused him of liv­ 
ing with me. 
He afterward borrowed $5 
of Mr. Kennedy, and said he was going to 
Stockton.’ 
“ Mrs. Crandall’s hoarders corroborate her 
statements, and state that she is a hard­ 
working woman, 
teaching music 
and 
doing dressmaking, besides housework, to 
maintain herself and son, the latter being 
an invalid.”

for R.oseland Park before the clouds thick­ 
ened and changed the prospecls for the 
day. Before 10 o’clock it was drizzling. 
Nevertheless, the crowd came. Congress­ 
m an Bussell rapped the company to order, 
•end after a lew pleasant words ot welcome 
to the President and the other visitors and 
to tbe people assembled, he nominated 
Governor Bulkelev for Chairm au of the 
day. Tbe Governor, in a brief speech, ac­ 
cepted the honor, and expressed the pleas­ 
ure he entertained in officially welcoming 
and presenting to the audience the Presi­ 
dent. 
H earty applause aud ringing cheers 
greeted the President as he rose. H e spoke 
in part as follows: 
Mr, President and feUme-ciii.nit. latUcs and pen­ 
t/emeu: ] diil not know until this moruiug that 
the programme would contain any mention of 
my name at all. Hut it would be altogether 
uncivil if I did not, after this opportunity hav­ 
ing been ottered me, express my tnauks to those 
of you who are gathered to-day, and to him 
upon whose hospitable invitation you have 
gathered, for the friendly and cordial greeting 
which you have giveu me, not only here to day, 
but in my progress hither yesterday. I am sure 
1 look Into the faces this moruiiig of a body of 
citizens tilled with pride iu the story of their 
country, and lull of serious purpose to main­ 
tain those instimtions from all taint, corrup­ 
tion or decay. We stand to day as a nation 
exem pt from all fears of foreign 
nations. 
It is not iu tne power of any people upon earth 
to harm us except our own people. We do not 
say this in any spirit ot boastfulness bpt rather 
in one of thankfulness for that Divine Provi­ 
dence which has given us such loeatiou and as­ 
signment among the nations of the earth. 
Every thoughtful citizen should eansidirhow 
he may promote the public, how he may hold 
up our institutions iu honor among ourselves, 
thus promoting both .State and national legisla­ 
tion. Such meetings as these old-lashioaed 
Fourth of July celebrations have in them a 
very instructive and elevating power. 1 am 
glad on this anniversary of that declaration 
which was af erwards established by aims, and 
made us a nation in presence of Him whose 
guidance has been conspicuously present in 
all our affairs, to unite with yon it! fresli a con­ 
secration to the duty, aud to true weal and hap­ 
piness, to all our p -ople. 
1 desire to thauk these comrad of the great 
army of (the union for tneir escort and attend­ 
ance here to-day. To all of you who have gath­ 
ered from Conuecticut homes I desire to ex­ 
press my thanks for your kindjand pleasant re­ 
ception. 
As the President resumed his seat three 
cheers were given with a will. 
Senator Hawley and Justice Miller made 
a brief address. 
Congressman Beed of 
M aine was the next speaker. 
His subject 
was “ The Victoro.” 
Among his utter­ 
ances were these: “ The Republican party 
won a great victory last November, but 
something more is demanded by the peo­ 
ple of the United States. It behooves the 
people, therefore, to consider ju st how 
m uch of power they have granted, and just 
how much they have a right to require.

LOYAL COLORADO. 


Successful ltcgiiiiiiug of a Three-D ays’ 
C elebration at Denver. 
D enver, July 4th.—The three days’ cele­ 
bration of the National holiday began early 
this morning. The city is most beautifully 
decorated with liags and bunting, while 
the streets are hung with colored lights, 
which to night present a most handsome 
appearance. 
Kvery business house, ali the 
Courts, banks. State Federal and city offices 
were closed during the day, and ali incom­ 
ing trains brought hundreds from the out­ 
side towns to witness the celebration. 
General Sherm an, who arrived yesterday, 
held a reception at his hotel this morning 
from 10 to 12 o'clock, aficr which he beaded 
the grand parade, composed of (he Grand 
Army. State guards, m ilitia, troops from 
Fort Logan and adjoining posts, and ail 
civic and other organizations in the city, 
which had formed on Eighteenth street 
near the W indsor Hotel. 
The parade 
marched through the principal streets on 
its way to the State Capitol grounds, where 
the exercises of the day were to take place. 
In passing a given point the parade oc­ 
cupied two hours and a half, and along the 
entire line General Sherm an was greeted 
with deafening cheers. Arriving at the 
grounds. General Wage Swayne delivered 
the oration of the day. 
His address dwelt 
principally upon the late war and the old 
soldieis. 
H e was followed by Mr. W . D. Guthrie 
of New York, who made a brief address, at 
the conclusion of which the " Star Spangled 
B anner" was rendered by the band aud ihe 
bugle sounded the assembly. Then Gen­ 
eral Sherm an stepped to the front of ih- 
plalform, and as he uncovered his bead 
was greeted with cheers from thousands ot 
throats. The cheering was loud and pro­ 
longed. and the General was compelled to 
bow his acknowledgments repeatedly. 
He 
began by saying that when he accepted the 
citizens' invitation to visit Denver he stipu­ 
lated that he should not be required to 
m ake a speech. He was going to hold the 
committee to their agreement, and he 
thought the citizens should be satisfied 
with the elegant speakers who had accom­ 
panied him trom the East. 
Loud applause 
lollowed. 
The General spoke of Denver’s 
beaulv and tne greatness ot Colorado, and 
closed with a few words to bis old com­ 
rades in arms, which aroused intense en­ 
thusiasm. 
The band played “ Marching Through 
Georgia. ’ the bugle sounded the call and 
the General saluted and the exercises were 
at an end. General 8 hennan will remain 
in the State several days belore returning 
to the East. 
THE TERRITORIES. 


Tlie Fourth of July Doubly Interesting 
to Them This Year. 
St . P a c l, July 4th.—The receipt of the 
news of tbe passage and signing of the 
O m nibus bill w hile the snow was still on 
the ground was a signal for an im prom ptu 
Fourth of July celebration, but the people 
chose the great Centennial Independence 
Day for their greatest rejoicing, that day 
having been set bv Congress as the time for 
them to meet and perfect their State Con­ 
stitutions. Tbe two Dakotas felt an added 
cause for rejoicing in the beginning of the 
negotiations for opening tne great Sioux 
ri - ervation to settlement, and trom every 
little settlement with its metropolitan hopes 
and aspirations as «ell as from the more 
pretentious cities of the former Territories 
come reports of gi-Derai rejoicing over the 
realization of their labors. 
For these m any years every little hamlet 
has heard from its own orators aud had its 
own celebration, but there was some sort 
of a new State celebration at one or two 
points in each of the budding States. 
Bis­ 
marck diil the honors for North Dakota 
and welcomed the Constitutional Conven­ 
tion in royal style. 
W hile in North Da­ 
kota one celebration was looked alter by 
all. in Soutb Dakota the people were u n ­ 
able to condense their enthusiasm to that 
extent. 
At Huron, where the Constitution 
of 1SS-5 located the capital, a big celebra­ 
tion was held, with the Hon. S. S. Cox as 
orator of the day.

CATTLE AND HORSES 


Tlie Texas Long Horn Must Give W ay to 
the D urham am i Devon. 
St. Louts, July 4 th —Richard Johnson, 
of the Bureau of Anim al Industry, said to­ 
day to an Associated Press reporter : “ I 
have the past three m onths been traveling 
through the cattle districts with the object 
ot aceeriaining what the condition of range 
aud farm cattle now is and w hat improve­ 
ments have been made in the grade of the 
stock on ranges. On the whole the result 
ot m y exam ination is decidedly satisfactory 
and the reports of two other agents of the 
Bureau will be of the same character. In 
some sections it is not denied the grade of 
cattle has deteriorated in a marked degree. 
This is especially true of the extreme 
northwest aud the farmeis east, of the Mis­ 
souri river. Four or five years ago what 
are known as Oregon cattle, though by no 
means confined to the tálate ot Oregon, 
were by all odds the best to he found on 
the range. To-day the half-breeds are in 
the majority. The beef produced is not 
nearly so fine and tiie average weight of 
cattle has fallen off nearly 100 pounds. 
One fact has been proved beyond doubt, 
and that is that neither iu cold nor dry sec 
tions of country should the D urham be 
introduced. 
“On tiie farms in the agricultural belts oí 
Minnesota, Dakota and W estern Missouri 
the farmers are still aim ing to reduce, 
rather than to increase, their holdings. 
The low price of cattle has made the in­ 
dustry unrem uneralive aud the breeders 
are s-. lling otf their cows and steers and re­ 
placing them wiih horses. 
“An encouraging change, and one which 
more than compensates any loss in any 
other direction, has taken* place iu the 
southwest. The Texas loug horn, lean, 
sinewy anim als are being ra, idly replaced 
by the cross between ihe D urham and De­ 
von, and the average weight of cattle is 
greater by more than 100 pounds than it 
ever was before.”

D evastating Floods in T exas-O ver *£‘2, 
000,000 of Property Destroyed. 
F ort W orth (Texas), July 4th.—Yester­ 
day seven inches of rain fell iu this part of 
the State, and great damage resulted. R e­ 
ports trom the west show heavy rains for 
200 miles. The Brazos and the T rinity are 
booming. At Brook, west twelve miles, 
tbe bridge of the Texas and Pacific, and 
500 feet of the track is washed away. The 
St. Louis, Arkansas and Texas for two miles 
out is submerged. The Missouri. Kansas 
and Texas aud Fort W orth and Denver 
have abandoned their tracks north, and 
are using the Santa Fe tracks, which are 
still intact. The Texas and Pacific have 
abandoned their trains both east and west. 
The Fort W orth bottom lauds, to the north 
for two miles, and to the east for a mile 
and a half, are submerged, and the truck 
farms are gone. Seventeen horses and over 
sixty head of cattle are drowned. The 
Trinity rose four and a half feet in an hour, 
and the dwellers on the low lands barely 
escaped. 
City Marshal Farm er, Sheriff J. C. Rich­ 
ardson and their entire forces for a tim e be­ 
came a rescuing corps and m anned boat') 
in which they brought the people to the 
city, where they are quartered in large 
warehouses for the time. There are 200 
men, women and children thus cared for. 
H. Plum m and sister are said to have been 
washed away, and Mrs. H. S. Bentiey, a unm­ 
anned woman, and Patrick, her son, who 
lived on the Trinity, are missing, ami it is 
said they were carried away. A t River 
City the llood made a clean sweep. Thq 
river there is two miles wide and all the 
citizens aud tents gone. The St. Louis, 
Arkansas and Texas operator this morning 
received a message that the West Fork ot 
the T rintv was coming with au eight-foot 
rise. Six inches more water and the wa­ 
ter works will have to be abandoned. 
Wheat, oats, fruit and cotton are badly dam ­ 
aged. The loss can hardly be computed, 
but conservative estimates place it as high 
as $2,000,C00. There is some fear for the 
little villages along the Trinty above Fort 
W orth, but ihere is no telegrapic com m uni­ 
cation and nothing definite can be ¡earned.

were three or four locations on the same 
ground. 
The company alleges that Doe 
and Bahten fraudulently located the claim, 
known as Orpgoa No. 3, and placed dam ­ 
ages at $500,000.
